ownership generally mak es its consu mption 
rates so low that, after paying the cost 
of 
operation, the plant is u nable to meet all or 
part) of its fixed charges. 
It therefore pro­ 
du ces an actu al loss, 
which 
the 
taxp ayer 
mak es u p. 
Ru t by su btracting operating ex­ 
pense from operating income the plant 
u s­ 
u ally su cceeds in creating the belief that it 
is operating at a profit. 
By covering u p its 
losses by taxation, it is often 
able 
to 
ru n' 
along many years before the taxp ayer real­ 
izes the situ ation. 
This mak ing 
u p 
fixed 
charge, from direct taxation, natu rally has 
the effect in many instances of 
increasing 
the tax rate, bu t even this may be done in­ 
definitely withou t rou sing su spicion. 


Or. this point S. S. Kendall, member of tin 
Colorado 
utilities commission, say s; 


“It is a notoriou s fact that very few cities 
and towns have the slightest conception as to 
what it costs 
them to bu ild, 
operate 
and 
maintain a mu nicipal u tility plant. 
Possibly 
in some instances they don’t care, bu t as a 
plain bu siness proposition they shou ld k now 
whether it is being maintained partly from 
general revenu e of the mu nicipality. 
It is 
only natu ral, however, 
that 
city 
officials 
want to mak e as good showing as 
possible 
and are only too willing to allow their su ccors 
to assu me 
thO 
bu rden of renewals to the 
property. 
The resu lt is that in a few years 
not mu ch valu e is left to the plant, for it is 
mostly ju nk .” 
This su ggests a common and costly ou t­ 
growth of mu nicipal ow nership —w atered se­ 
cu rities. 
Freedom in issu ing bonds, failu re 
to mak e rates high enou gh to maintain de­ 
preciation and other fixed charges, not only 
creates present deficits, bu t sends the plant 
to the scrap pile years before the bonds 
ma­ 
tu re 
If the city 
continu es 
in 
mu nicipal 
ownership, 
it has no other recourse than to 
issue more bonds for renewals. 
Soon it finds 
itself overloaded with what may properly be 
called watered secu rities, together with a los- 
•ng u tility. 
W hat effect su ch practices may 
have on the general 
financial 
statu s of a 
mu nicipality may be gathered from the fact 
that in one of the largest cities in the cou n­ 
try. which has gone extensively into mu ni­ 
cipal ownership, almost half of ev ery rev enue 
dollar paid 
for the support of city gov ern­ 
ment goes to pay sinking fund and interest 
charges on the bond debt. 
Ji is little wonder that in a decade when 
the nation’- popu lation increases 25 p er cent, 
the state and city taxes increases 
250 
per 
cent. 
Another au thority, George A. Lee, form ­ 
er chairman of the pu blic u tilities commis­ 
sion of the state of Washington, says: 
“My 
frank 
ju dgment is that mu ncipal 
ownership is a menace to any 
commu nity. 
In competition with private ownership it, has 
generally proved u nsu ccessfu l.” 
Mu nicipal ownership in constru ction in­ 
variably overru ns original estimates.
